Philippine hostages ; gfsss — a=- 


JOLO, PWUppincs (AP) — With 
' international pressure for a 
peaceful resolution growing, the 
Philippine government showed 
signs IVTonday of softening in the 
face of demands by Maslito sepa- 
ratist rebels holding 21hostages 
they grabbed from a diving resort 
two weeks ago. 

President Joseph Estrada said 
the government has a policy of 
not paying ransoms, but. added, 
"We are, of course, prepared to 
consider community development 
. projects in that area." 

Government negotiator Nur 
Misuari, whom the rebels have 
rejected, will not be replaced, but 
otiicr negotiators could be added 
Inter, presidential Executive 
Secretary Ronaldo Zamora said. 

The kidnapping is part of a 
recent wave of violence that has 
swept the southern Mindanao 
region, where Muslim gueirillas 
have spent 28 years nghting for a 
separate Islamic nation in the 
mostly Roman Catholic 
Philippines. 

A band of thc'Abu Sayyaf, the 
smaller and more extreme of two 
- Muslim -rebel -groups- in the — 
Philippines, is holding the 21 
hostages in the hills of 
Mindanao’s Jolo Island. 

In nearby Basilah province, 
the same rebel group is also 
holding Filipino hostages seized 
from schools. After clashes, 
killings and rescues, approxi- 
mately eight people, mostly chil- 
dren, are thought to remain in 
their hands. 

On Jolo, four leaders of the 
Abu Sayyaf band sent a letter to 
Estrada rejecting Misuari, the 
government’s negotiator, and 
demanding instead to negotiate 
with the ambassadors from the 
hostages’ countries, Zamora, and 
representatives of the United 
Nations, Libya and other Islamic 
nations. 

The rebels have not yet made 
any concrete demands for the 
release of the hostages, discusdng 
only the negotiation process. 

The hostages consist of three 
Germans, two French, two South 
Africans, two Finns, a Lebanese, 
nine Malaysians and two 
Filipinos. They were snatched 
from Sipadan Island, a Malaysian 

diving re.sort, rwo wceks.ago and 

taken to Jolo, about an hour’s 

boat ride away.

The dozens of Ull. peacekeepers 
guarding the house appeared 
completely overwhelmed by the 
crowd, pushing back against

Rebel fighters standing behind 
the peacekeepers then fired 
through the U.N. ranks, spraying 
the crowd with automatic 
weapons and at least one rodeet- 
prof^ed grenade. 

The situation here has become 
increasingly chaotic over the past 
week, with clashes between the 
rebels and the United Nations 
shaking a peace process that 
ended Sierra Leone's 8-year dvil 
war in July.

Attorney's office in Nevada might 
have hampered prosecution of 
thow involved in the attacks. 

Law enforcement officials deny 
. friction between the ogendes rel- 
egated the investigation into the 
^mbings of Guy Pence to back- 
burner status. 

Pence, through his Boise attor- 
ney Steven Ols^ has asked Sen. 
Hduny Rdd, Z>-Nev., and Regional 
Forester Jack Bladmell to i^ew 
the investigation and the alleged 
“inacdon” of federal prosecutors. 

“I am of the understanding that 
evidcnce'has be(^ presented by 
the FBI to the Department of 
Justice regarding the bombing 
cases," Pence told The Associated 
Press. 

“I'm getting frustrated by not 
being able to come to closure,” 
Pence said. “There may not be • 
the best rcladonship between the 
Department of Justice and the 
Forest Service and I wonder if 
chat somehow pertains to this?” 
Absolutely not. First Assistanc 
U.S. Attorney Howard Zlotnick 
said. 

“We, all of us, feel strongly 
about the importance of this 
case,” Zlotnick said. “It’s been 
thoroughly examined and contin- 
ues to be thoroughly cucamined.” 
The suggestion that the U.S. 
Attorney's office refused to take 
action on what the FBI believed 
to be sufficient evidence for pros- 
ecution is “just flat-out wrong,” 
Zlotnick said. 

“It’s our view that the invesd- 
gation has nevc^been close to 
indicting the pei^n or persons 
who actually perpetrated the 
bombing itself,” he said..

"Every park wants the bragging rights to 
having-the biggest, fastest or wildest coaster 
for at least one year,” soys Paul Ruben, North 
American editor for Park Worid magazirte. 

Amid this great coaster arms race, a few 
scattered voices are vraming that steel 
and wood behemoths may be hazardous to 
your health. Some medical r esea rchers soy the 
strong forces exerted on the human body 
when a giant coaster hits the bottoorof a long 
drop, shoots straight up or turns sharply can 
cause serious injuries to the neck, brain or ^ 
arteries that feed it. 

Neurosurgeon Charles Schnee said that in 
the past two years be trea te d a French tourist 
who collapsed at Universal Studios with bte^ 
Ing on the surfoce of his brsdn, and a young 
woman «dio ruptured a disk in her neck after 
riding a roller coaster at Magic Mountain.

I head and neck violently. Disneyland later 
added seats vridi better brad and node support 
Two articles in the medical journal

. strokes, blood docs on the brain wd bleeding 
in the arteries. Separately, British sdendsts ■ 
lost year reported seeing coaster riders with 
bleeding behind the eyeballs. 

Writing for Neurok^ in January, a ream of 
Japanese doctors warned: "Riding giant 
coasters can cause chronic subdural 
hematona even in a previously healthy 
woman. .. BuQders and designers, managers of 
amusement parks, and potential passengers ' 

— on-gjant-roller-coawers-need-to be aware of 

this risk.” 

But the amusement industry, coaster afi- 
donodos and some neurosurgeons soy the evi- 
dence of a public health heard is flimsy, the 
cases of serious injtiry few, and the risk to rid- 
ers minimaL

thing could happen at any dme,” says Jack 
Falfos, vice prudent and gene^ manager 
of Knott’s Berry Farm in Buena Park, which 
has five coasters.

Ridiard H. Brown, a Hundngton Beach neu-

States, or less than one per year, according to 
the U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. Fatalities on all amusement rides 
totaled 43 during that same period, or 3.4 
deaths per year.

Agency sees gasoline prices falling through summer

■ NEW YORK - The U.S. Energy 
‘Information Agency said Monday 
it expects gasoline prices to 
decline through the summer dri- 
ving season. 

In its monthly Short-Term 
Energy Outlook report, the ElA 
predicted that price pressures for 
retail gasoline will bc^ to case 
and that average pump prices in 
most of the U.S. will decline 
throughout the rest of the year. 

During the summer driving 
season, the EIA sees retail gaso- 
line pump prices in most areas 


averaging $1.40 to $1.45 a gallon, 
compared to last month’s esti- 
mate of $1.45 to $130. 

“It seems the driving season’s 
peak prices are behind us,” the 
EIA said. 

The average pump price 
nationwide, induding all grades 
and taxes, was $13295 per gallon 
on Friday, according to the 
Lundberg Survey of 10,000 gaso- 
line stations released on Sunday. 
That compares with the year’s 
high of $1.60 reached on March 
24. 

U.S. energy officials had 
warned that retail gasoline prices 


could top $2.00 per barrel by 
summer due to soaring oil prices 
and increased demand. 

But oil prices have fallen signif- 
icandy following the decision by 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries in late 
March to increase output That 
decision followed a series of pro- 
duction cuts that sent prices from 
nine-year lows at the start of 1999 
to more than $34.00 a barrel in 
March this year-o level not seen 
since the Gulf War of 1991. 

Despite the general fall in 
retail gasoline prices, prices in 
Califoi^a this summer could be 


higher than the U.S. average 
owing to current dght supplies of 
gasoline there that meet 
California Air Resources Board 
(CARB) spe^cadons. 

“California State law requires 
a cleaner, costlier type of gaso- 
line,” the EIA report soil “Tight 
supplies of this special fuel have 
boosted spot prices for motor 
gasoline by over 20 cents per gal- 
lon in the lost few weeks. Unless 
these spot prices head back down 
soon,' consumers in California 
will be seeing fairly robust price 
hikes at the pump over the next 
few months.”

Researchers who have studied 
millionaires say the practices <4 
this handful of tightwads may be 
just an extreme example uf the .

"The Millionaire Next Door,’* 
found that most of the million- 
aires they surveyed -were in fact 
fairly frugal. Few had ever paid 
more than $1,000 for a suit or 5250 
forawatxh. 

People who pride themselves 
on their thrifty ways offer another 
explanation for .such behavior:' 
cheap thrills. The happily frugal 
extol the sense of satisfaction tliai 
comes from making do and doing 
without, from finding new ways to 
beat the system that fosters over- 
consumption and disposability. 

Amy Dacyezyn; the self- 
described “frugal zealot" who 
published the Tightwad Gazette 

newsletteubcfore retiring from 

the public eye four years ago. 
often described the glee she felt in 
determining whether homemade 
■ brownies were actually cheaper 
than store-bought mixes. 

Gary Foreman, who runs the 
Dollar Stretcher Web site, believes 
that many of his readers scour for 
money-saving dps as much for the 
“thrill of the chose" as for a press- 
ing need to save money. 

“It’s a game," Foreman said. 
“Even among people that like to 
spend money, there arc very few 
thatdon’rlikciothinkthcygocsnme- 
thmg for less than everyone else.*’ 
Elwood certainly was far from 
stereotypical of the miserablS 
miser.

To par- 
ticipate, you'll need to register 
with the site, but the process is 
easy and free. Once registered, 
you'll be able to moke bids to buy 
products listed and sell your own 
Items.
